DETAILS: 


On March 20, 1952, the Office of Naval Intelligence 
2dvised that on October 31, 1959, LEE EFARVEY OSWALD, hereinaster 
yveferread to as subject, an ex-Private First Class, U. S&S, Marine 
Corps Reserve, Serial No, 16534250, nad visived thc United States 
Tmbassy, Moscow, Russia, where he had signed a hancwritten statement 
requesting his U, S. citizenship be revoxed, stated he had appliea 
Sor Soviet citizenship, and had affirmed his allegiance to the 
USSR. Subsiect allegedly told the Zmbassy he had advised unnaned 
Soviet officials that as a former Marine radar operator, he would 
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when he became a Sovict citizen. 


On June 5, 1962, 2 review of tho files of the Passport 
Office of the U. 5S. Departinnent of Staite (USUS), weveaLed tat 
by a personal letter dated Janunry 29, 1961, adéveuuced to the 
Secretary of the Navy, subject advised he was preparing to return 
to the United States of Amcrica and wished to have rectified the 
“eross injustice" done to him by the U, S&S, Marine Corps (USC) 
in giving to subject a "belated @ishonorable discharge." ‘Subject 
niso stated in his letter he had received an honorable discharze 
~<ter three years service on September 11, 1959. In his lette., 
subject asserted he was still a citizen and alleged he had gone 
5 xhe Soviet Union to reside only for a “short time," 


The files of the Passport Office further revealed that 
subject had been released under honorable conditions to inactive 
Guty in the U, 5. Marine Cozps Reserve on September ll, 1959S, 
with obligated reserve service until December 8; 1962, On 
August 17, 1960, subject was given an undesirable discharge from 
the U. S. Marine Corps Reserve by reason of unfitness. 


This review of the files of the Passport Office 2150 
revealed a USDS memorandum dated May ¢, 1962, stating that on 
the basis of evidence, subject had not expatriated himself under 
the pertinent laws of the United States. 


A review o?2 the files of the Passport Office of the 
USDS, Washington, D. C., on August 22, 1961, concerning subject 
revealed the following information: 


By letter dated May 1961 to the American Imbassy, Moscow, 
USSR, sub§ect advised he had no intention of returning to the 
United States unless he were given a guarantee that he would not 
be prosecuted for any act pertaining "to this case." Subject | 
also indicated he had married a Russian girl born in Leningrad, 
Russia, and wanted to bring her to the United States with him. 


This review of the files of the Passport Office also 
-evealed that on July 8, 1961, subject appeared at the American 
Embassy in Moscow at which time he stated he was employéd in the 
Belo Russian Radio and Television Factory, Minsk, Russia, as a 
metal worker, in the research shop. Subject stated he took no 
oath of allegiance of any kind to the Soviet Union nor was he 
required to sign any paper in connection with his employment. 
He gave his earnings as 90 rubles a month, Subject also stated 
he was married on April 30, 1961, to MARIAN NIKOLAEVNA PUSAKOVA, 
a dental technician, Subject stated his intention to apply for 
an exit visa immediately upon his return to Minsk. He said he 
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‘desired to brang AlS Wree Witn nim to tne UnLteUu stuces. 


Thais review of tue Files of the Passnort Office also 
revenicd that on July 1), 161, subject. executed nn “Application 
for Renewal of Passport,’ ut the “nerican Imbass; in Lioscow, 
lis resicence at that time was USSR, Ulipsa Kalinina 4, Apartment 
2i, Minsk. This renewal application indicated that subject was 
issued U., S. Passport No. 1735242 on September 10, 1959, at 
Vashington, D. C. Subject's renewal application was referred to 
the State Department foxr consideration and decision. 


this review of the files of the Passport Ozfice also 
reflected that by memorandum dated August 18, 1961, the State 
Department had authorized the American Imbassy in iloscow to 
renew subject's passport for direct travel to the United States. 


A review of the files of the Passport Office on the 
USDS, Washington, D, C., on January 29, 1962, revealed the 
following information: 


In a letter of July 15, 1961, to the American Imbassy 
in Moscow, subject advised he was continuing his efforts to 
obtain an exit visa for his wife and for himself. 


By letter dated "August 1961," to the American Imbassy 
in Moscow, subjcct furnished a copy of his marriage certificate 
and a copy of his wife's birth certificate. 


By letter dated August 8, 1961, to the American Embassy 
in x aeons subject inquired if it would be permissible for him 
to tra L,through Poland by train after leaving liinsk., . Subject 
soknteay Rg could not arford to fly from Moscow to New York City. 
Ee added he believed he could catch a military flight to the 
United States from Berlin, Germany. 


By letter dated October 4, 1961, to the American Imbassy, 
in Moscow, subject asked the Embassy to assist him in obtaining 
exit visas from the Soviet authorities, 


Be Bs Departmen’ of State: Operation" S memorandum dated 
ecnuary 16, 1962, at the smerican Embassy in Moscow, pointed .out 
nat 2 Letter dated January 5, 1962, was received from subject 
stating he expected to receiv an exit visa within 45 days, This 
menorandum also pointed out that the American Embassy in Moscow 
had been formatly notified by the Soviet Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
of the issugnce of a foreign passport and an exit visa to subject's 
wife, 
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brother at 7313. Davenport street, Fort Worth, who is a sales 7: «, 
coordinator, Marketing Se vnrtment of Acme Brick Company, 2ort 
worecn, stated he had received a letter dated Septanoer 10, 1OG1, 
from subject who mentioned that he was woriting in an "electrical 
shop" at Minsk, Russia, Illy, OSWALD advised that suvject had 
stated in this letter he owned a shot gun and occasionally went 
hunting. ir. OSWALD — advised that Subject had married a 
Russian Sirl, an orpha First name MARINA, age 18 or 19, Subject 
had told his brother that she was a nurse, This girl prior to 

her marriage to subject resided with an uncle and aunt. Lr. 
OSWALD stated that from description of subject's wife furnished 

by subject she seems to ve a very intelligent and attractive 

feirl., According to Mr, OS/ALD, subject's wife desired to come 

to the United States with subject. Mr, OSWALD also stated that 
subject's letter was not too optimistic as to his chances of getti. 
to return to the United States 2t an early date. Mr. OSWALD 
indicated his belief that the Russians were “holding up" subject's 
return to the United States. Mr. OSWALD also advised that subject 
has been “critical of the Russians" in his letters and he, Mr. 
OSWALD, was surprised that the Russians would allow subject to 
make such criticisms, 
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On October 13, 1961, Mrs, MARGUERITE C./‘OSWALD, 1808 

ele Street, Anartment No. 3, Vernon, Texas, advised that 
ut two months previously she had received from her son, the 
subject, a letter in which he advised that he and his wife had 
been to Moscow to contact the American Embassy in order to obtain 
renewa 1 of his passport and obtain permission to return to the 
United States. In this letter Subject indicated that the prospect: 
were good for him to be allowed to return to the United States 
put he did not know whether his wife would be able to return with 
him. Subject indicated he would not return unless she were allowe: 
to accompany him. Mrs, OSWALD advised she had not received a 
letter from subject for a period of adout six weeks and had 
begun to think he might be on his way home even though he had 
not told her for sure he was going to return homeror had he 
furnished the date on which he might arrive. Mrs. OSWALD also 
stated she had received another letter about a week before 
October 13, 1961, from her son, the subject, who made no reference 
whatever to his trip to Moscow or to his returning home. In this 
letter subject stated he was"Okey! Mrs, OSWALD stated she had 
no information as to whether or not subject and his wite were 
going to be allowed to return to the United States. She had no 
idea when they might be permitted to leave the Soviet Union.

Cn February 20, 1962, IZniny KUPIEC, Forcign Adjudications 
ision, Passport Office, UsDS, advised that subject, -by a letver 
d January 16, 1962, to the £movican Embassy ih “toScow had 
acvised he wovld not consider returning to the United States alone 
for any reason as it appeared to him that his passport would be 
confiscated upon his return. Subject also forwarded to the 
fmerican Embassy an affidavit fox support of his wife. 
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On March 27, 1962, lirs. PRANCZS VAN COTT, Office of 
Special Consular Services, USDS, advised that subject had filed 
an application for a ropatriation loan at the American Embassy 
in MOSCOW on February 24, 1062 Subject indicated his desire to 
return to the United Staves with nis alien wife and a one-month 
old-child. Subject had $200.00 of his own money. The USDS 
Spprcyed a2 loan about March 1, 1962, for subject in the amount 
oz $500 for mininum accommodations. lirs. VAN COTT also advised 
shat subject's wife, MARINA NIKOLAEVNA PRUSKOVA, was having 
difficulty obtaining an American visa. 


On March 29, 1962, WILLIAM ABBOTT, Office of Security, 
SDS, advised his files reflected information to the effect that 
Staiit Sergeant JOHN EDWARD Pic, “AP 11313239, had on February 12 
— 6, 1962, reported receint of a letter from his half-brother, 
OBERT .2zOSWALD, 7313 Davenport, Fort Worth, Texas, concerning 
sohtent of this case. Sergeant Pic ~eported subject was expected 
to return to the United States in the Spring of 1962 and subject 
would be traveling with his Russian wife who had recently acquired 
a visa to enter the United States. Sergeant PIC stated he was— 
unable to determine from ROBERT OSWALD's letter whether the purpose 
of subject's travel to the United States was to re-establish a 
permanent residence or to visit on a temporary basis. Sergeant 
PIC advised that he, PIC, is scheduled to return to the United 
States in July of 1962 but he does not know the location of his 
mext assignment. Sergeant PIC also advised that subject might 
~ossidly visit him at his next duty station and that if this 
vccurred, Set. PIC would notify his superiors at his station con~ 
cerning the visit. Sergeant FIC also advised that his cousin, 
SLRILYN MURRETT, U. S, citizen, formerly employed in Japan as a 
school teacher in 1959, has since departed Japan. Sergeant PIC 
did not know the current address of MURRET?T, or whether she had 
been corresponding with the subject.

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On May 4, 1962, R. licC. TOuPKINS, Brigadicr General,

A review on May 5, 1962, of the files of the Security 
Ozfice, USDS, revealed that the Cifice of Security had advised 
the Directbr of Naval Intelligence, Denvartment of the Navy, 
Washington, D, C,, that subject had not ex-patriated himself? 
under the pertinent laws of the United States. : 


On May 15, 1962, lirs, ROBERT L. OSWALD, subject's 
sister-in-law, 7313 Davenzort, Fort Woxth, advised she had 
received a2 postal card from subject on about May 15, 1962, which ° 
haa been dcatea April 10, i962. On this card, subject stated he 
nad nothing to report concerning his move to the United States; 
euat they were waiting for the Imbassy to finish its paper work 
which had been "very slow". Mrs. OSWALD stated she did not know 
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when SUDZCCE UNG WLS suwirs cenit ees fe Mage Varro she 
stated tnat subject had first set the date for hin arsival cs 
way, 1962, but that he hic chanced it to June, 19cx, Mrs. OSuALD

Embassy in Moscow had informed the Department or 
State that subject, his wie and child planned to depart Lioscow, 
Mussia, on June 1, 1962, for Rotterdam, Holland, where they would 
board “Mamsdam" on June 4, 1962. The SS "Maesdam'' was scheduled 
+o arrive in New York, New York, June 6, 1962, The Department of 
+nte had notified subject's mother by letter relative to this 


schedule. F 


In the "Fort Worth Star Telegram," evening edition, 

a Gaily newspaper, Fort Worth, Texas, on June 8, 1962, there 
x ared a photograph of subject and 2 headline, "“EZx-Marine 

sted on Way Back from Russia." This article stated that 
subject, a former U, 5, Marine, who denounced his American 
citizenshiv to become a Russian, was reported June 8, 1962, to 
be en route home, This article went on to state that subject 
had turned in his American passport October 31, 1959, at the 
Embassy in Moscow, saying he would “never return to the United 
States for any reason." ‘This article further quoted subject as 
havine later told American newspaper men that leaving the United 
States ‘Was like getting out of prison." This article also 
contained the following information: It quoted subject's sister-j 
law, Mrs. R. L, OSWALD, 7213 Davenport, as saying her husband had 
received frequent letters from his prother indicating he was 
anxious to return to this country. She said she and members of tt 
family had not learned that subject was en route home. This artic 
stated that subject's mother, Mrs. MARGUERITE OSWALD, could not 


be reached for comment. : 


This article also stated that subject's appearance at 


the American Embassy in Noscow came .as a shock to his mother and 
brotizerz; that he had left fort Yorth following his discharge trom 


the Marines, telling his family he was going to New Orleans in 
search of a job. 
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LOozrtu, SORES, Lssuc of vue GS, LOSS, carried «a front-page story 

sO tne ezfect that subjece, a former #ort Worth iiarine, who once 
vowed he would "never wevusa to the United States for any reason," 
was on his way home from siussia, 


This article stated further that United Press Inter- 
national had reported on June S, 1962, that subject, along with 
his Russian wife and child had left the Soviet Union within the 
past ten days and was en route to the United States, 

This article further stated that subject's brother, 

R. L. OSWALD, 7313 Davenport, Fort Worth, told the press that he 
ang his mother, Mrs, MANGUSRITE OSWALD, have been hearing from 
subject regularly. 2. L. COvVALD was quoted as saying that subject 
had wanted to come back for sometime but that he had not heard 
that subject had left Russia. 


This article further stated that subject had arrived in 
Moscow in November, 195$, two months after his release from active 
_-duty in the Marine Corps; that subject had been refused Soviet 
citizenship at the time but that he was allowed to live in Russia 
as a “resident alien." Subject was reported to have been a student 
wnile in the Soviet Union, possibly at Minsk. 


This article went on to say that subject was never 

granted Soviet citizenship and that he is believed to have 

retained his American citizenship. This article stated that severa 
days after subject arrived in Moscow in 1959, his mother called hin 
long distance and at that time subject refused to talk to her, She 
did not hear from him again until a letter came January 6, 1960. 
According to this article, when subject first went to Russia he 
told newsmen he was a worker and wanted to live in a workers countr 


This article further quoted that subject said "I would no 
want to live in the United States and be either a worker exploited 
by capitalists or a capitalist exploiting workers or become 
unemployed," This article also quoted subject as having said "I 
could not be happy living under capitalism,"

having stated that he had joined the Marine corps at age 17 ‘because

woject as having suid that when he lort Anerica it was like 
"eotting out of prison." ‘his article concluacd by saying tha 
vhen subject had visited iio family saortly after his release 
“son the Marine Corps he kad talxed ostimistically xbout the 
future and that some of his plans had included going to college, 
writing 2 book or joining oASTRO's Cudsan Army. 


Cn June 22, 1962, ALISTAR MsDONALD, Assistant Manager, 
Onbin-Tourist Department, olland-America Line, 29 Broadway, 
New Yorl:, New York, advisea that the records of Holland-Amcerica 
Line reflect that subject, his wife and child arrived in the 
United States on June 13, 1962, aboard the 55 Maasdam at Hoboken, 
New Jersey. Subject, his wire and child traveled tourist class 
and were destined to 7315 Davenport, fort Worth, Texas, 


On June 22, 1962, the records of Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (i&N5), 20 Vest Broadway, New York, New 
York, revealed that subject, his wife and child, J&HS file No. 
4812585726, arrived in the United Stutes aboard the SS Maasdamn 
on June 13, 1962. This file reflected that subject had U, #8. 
Passport No. 1735242, that his daughter, JUNE, born February 15, 
1962, at Minsk, USoR, hac the sane passport and that subject's 
wife, MARINA NIKOLAEVNA CSwALD, had diassian Passport KY 37790. 
Subject wss admitted as a U. 4, citizen with a renewed U. 38. 
Passport. MARINA NIKOLANVNA OS‘7ALD was admitted with an M-1 
Immigrant Visa as the spouse of a U. 3. citizen. ~ This l-1 
immigrant Visa was issued at Moscow oa May 24, 1962. 


On June 28, 1963, FPREDSRICK J. WIEDERSHEMM, Inspector, 
SUAS advised he had interviewed subject upon the latter's | 
orrival ih the United States and that subject had said that he 
was employed as a mechanic in hussia,; that he had threatened 
=o renounce his U. 8S. citizenship but never carried through with 
the threat, never voted in Russia aad held no position in the 
Russian Government. ! 


On June 26, 1962, Mrs. RODsaRT L. OSWALD, sister-in-law 
to subject, 7513 Davenport, Fort Worth, stated the subject, his 
wife and child had arrived in Fort Vorth on June 14, 19:62, and 
that they were currently residing at 7313 Davenport, Fort ‘orth.
